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Mayors show team spirit 


Rockets fired 


at warship 

O Commander of HMCS Charlottetown given clearance to speak 
publicly about May 30 attack first reported Thursday by Metro 
O Ship tasked with protecting Libyan city of Misrata

About a dozen rockets were fired 
at HMCS Charlottetown off the 
coast of Libya Monday. 

In the early morning hours, 
crew members aboard the Halifax- 
based ship witnessed about one 
dozen BM-21 rockets fired in their 
direction. 

None of the rockets connected 
with the Charlottetown and there 
were no casualties or damage to 
the ship. 

In an interview with Metro 
Thursday afternoon, HMCS Char¬ 
lottetown Cmdr. Craig Slcjerpen 
said the rockets were rapid-fired 
from a truck on shore. The ship 
has been primarily stationed out¬ 
side the Libyan port city of Misra¬ 
ta for the past several weeks. 

He said the ship was out of 
range of the rockets at the time of 
the attack, but they came within 


about 900 metres of the Charlot¬ 
tetown. 

“It’s a veiy inaccurate weapon 
with a certain range. We were out¬ 
side of that range, but they were 
able to get close,” he said. 

The ship was sailing away from 
shore at the time and Slcjerpen 
said the Charlottetown continued 
on its course once the rockets hit 
the water. 

The Charlottetown didn’t fire 
back because the ship’s weapons 
systems aren’t tasked to find small 


targets on shore, he said. In most 
cases, the ship forwards on the 
information so NATO fighter jets 
take out the threat. 

Slcjerpen said a NATO air strike 
didn’t occur for this incident. 

When the rockets landed it 
came as a surprise to the crew of 
the Charlottetown, but they react¬ 
ed quickly, he said. 

“They understand where we’re 
operating, the type of the thing 
we’re doing and the success we 
continue to have in protecting the 
city.” 

It was a closer call than the May 
12 attack when large-calibre 
machine-gun fire spat at the ship 
from small attack boats. That was 
in the dark when the shooters 
couldn’t see the ship, and Mon¬ 
day’s attack was directed. 

“They’re really trying to push 
the (NATO) ships back from the 
coast because our presence here 
stops them from being able to 
attack the port,” Slcjerpen said.

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20,000 lightning strikes 


O Most explosive lightning storm 
in Nova Scotia since 2007, 
Environment Canada says

Up to 20,000 lightning 
bolts blitzed Nova Scotia in 
a three-hour storm over¬ 
night Wednesday. 

The first flash of light 
was detected at Halifax 
Stanfield International Air¬ 
port at 11:41 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day and the storm lit up 
the sky for most of the 
next 180 minutes, said Bob 
Robichaud, a meteorolo¬ 
gist at Environment Cana¬ 
da. 

It was part of a storm 
that brought devastating 
tornados that killed four 
people in Massachusetts 
and threw down 43,700 
bolts across the Maritimes. 

“It’s a little bit unusual,” 
Robichaud said. “A typical 
storm ... we’ll get a few 
minutes of it, maybe up to 
an hour.” 

The storm line tracked 
right over the Maritimes, 
bringing pretty much ah of 
its punching power.

ning for a long period of 
time,” Robichaud said. 

He said meteorologists 
use a network of detectors 
positioned across the re¬ 
gion to detect strikes. 
When lightning hits, it 
triggers the sensors and 
that puts another “X” on 
the Environment Canada 
lightning maps. 

With 242 bolts landing 
per minute, the computers 
created a show of their 
own for the late-night 
weather watchers. “It was 
quite spectacular,” Ro¬ 
bichaud said. 

Robichaud said the 
worst of the storm has left 
the area, but its wrap¬ 
around cloud cover will 
gloom up our skies for a 
few more days.

Passengers on an Air 
Canada flight to the U.K. 
from Halifax were 
forced into an 
emergency landing in 
Montreal after one of its 
engines blew during the 
storm.

The mayors of Canada’s 
largest cities will be watch¬ 
ing Friday’s federal throne 
speech closely for signs of 
critical funding commit¬ 
ments and a possible shift 
in tone from the newly 
elected majority Conserva¬ 
tive government. 

Several municipal lead¬ 
ers said Thursday they were 
confident they could secure 


core funding from the Con¬ 
servatives, despite the par¬ 
ty’s newfound dominance 
in Parliament and Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
vow to cut costs. 

Mayor Peter Kelly, who is 
hosting this year’s annual 
gathering of the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities, 
said he would look for any 
signs that the government 


might change the way it 
does business with munici¬ 
palities. 

“(The throne speech) will 
set the tone,” he said. 

The mayors indicated 
they weren’t necessarily 
looldng for new funding in 
some key areas, but wanted 
pledges from Ottawa that 
funds would be renewed.

O Halifax Marine Research aims to 
be world leader in studying oceans 



The province announced 
Thursday it will invest 
$1.75 million in the new 
Halifax Marine Research 
Institute in a bid to capital¬ 
ize on the area’s oceano¬ 
graphic expertise and 
boost the city’s chances of 
winning a major national 
shipbuilding contract. 

The HMRI will co-ordi¬ 
nate research among Dal- 
housie University and six 
other provincial universi¬ 
ties and colleges, five feder¬ 
al marine laboratories 
including the Bedford Insti¬ 
tute of Oceanography and 
key industry players such 
as Irving Shipbuilding. 

“With this investment, 
the institute will be able to 
provide training for people 
within the sector, apply re¬ 
search to new public poli¬ 
cy and increase the scale, 
quality and impact of ma¬ 
rine research,” Premier 
Darrell Dexter said at the 
launch in Halifax. 

He said HMRI would 
boost Irving’s chance of 
winning a federal ship¬ 
building contract that 
could bring $25 billion in 
work and 11,500 jobs at 
peak periods.

Doug Wallace, Dal- 
housie’s Canada Excel¬ 
lence Research Chair in 
ocean science and technol¬ 
ogy, will head the insti¬ 
tute. 

Wallace said his job will 
be to co-ordinate and en¬ 
courage the province’s 
brightest brains to work 
together on issues affect¬ 
ing the oceans. 

“We’re proposing to 
work much harder on how 
we observe changes in the 
marine environment and 
make predictions as to 
where an emergency or 
disaster could happen, and 
how do we respond to 
that,” he said. 

The institute will also 
study tidal energy, envi¬ 
ronmental impacts and 
biofuels.

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New museum exhibit 
connects with nature

The Museum of Natural 
History unveiled its new, 
permanent exhibit Thurs¬ 
day Netukulimlc (Nah-DOO- 
ga-limlc) is a Mi’kmaq word 
and philosophy about con¬ 
necting with all living 
things. 

“Like an ancient tree in 
the forest, (Netukulimlc) 
has many layers of mean¬ 
ings that span all cultures 
and generations and it re¬ 


minds us we are all part of 
the natural world,” said 
Roger Lewis, who helped in¬ 
fuse the exhibit with Mi’lc- 
maq expertise. 

The idea for it started in 
2008 and the exhibit has 
been under construction 
for more than a year. 

“Netukulimlc invites 
each of us to experience 
and connect with nature 
and it offers us guidance 
and reflection on our per¬ 
sonal relationship with the 
natural world,” Lewis said. 

There are two giant 
trees, an underground cave 


to walk through, a forest 
floor to explore and tanks 
with different creatures 
slithering inside. There is a 
multitude of buttons to 
push to hear the sounds of 
the forest and its creatures. 

The displays demon¬ 
strate the basics of nesting, 
feeding and gathering. And 
it also shows “two-eyed see¬ 
ing” or looking at nature 
through the lenses of cul¬ 
ture and science. 

“We wanted to look at 
nature holistically and even 
though we are a Museum of 
Natural Histoiy we wanted

Nova Scotia 
to release new

The New Democrats ap¬ 
pear to have consolidated 
their support as official Op¬ 
position to the Harper Con¬ 
servatives, a new poll 
suggests — particularly 
among women and urban 
voters. 

NDP Leader Jack Layton 
was still looking for his 
new House of Commons 
seat in the 41st Parliament 
Thursday when The Cana¬ 
dian Press Harris-Decima 
survey indicated his party 
is on a roll. 

Support for the NDP 
among the poll’s more 
than 2,000 respondents 
stood at 34 per cent, up 
from the 30.6 per cent of 
the popular vote New De¬ 
mocrats recorded in the 


May 2 election. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s Conservative par¬ 
ty was picked by 37 per 
cent of respondents, down 
from 39.6 per cent on elec¬ 
tion day. 

The third-place Liberals 
slipped to 15 per cent in 
the survey, a loss of almost 
four percentage points 
from their voting day total. 

“What’s happened is the 
loyalties of traditional Lib¬ 
eral voters continue to be 
transferred over to the 
New Democrats,” said poll¬ 
ster Allan Gregg, the chair¬ 
man of Harris-Decima. 

Gregg added the reac¬ 
tion of women respon¬ 
dents best illustrates this. 
He also argues that the 


Conservatives have always 
been known to have a 
“rock-ribbed kind of base” 
approaching 30 per cent of 
the electorate, “but they al¬ 
so had a fairly low ceiling.” 

“In this last election 
they’ve cracked some of 
that ceiling with things 
like urban dwellers, fe¬ 
males and certainly with 
new Canadians in a fairly 


significant way,” said the 
pollster, “but that anti-Con- 
servative vote or sentiment 
is out there.” 

The poll, conducted May 
19-30, has a margin of er¬ 
ror on its national num¬ 
bers of plus or minus 2.1 
per cent, 19 times in 20, 
with larger margins on re¬ 
gional and voter subsets.

Islamist militants who 
flowed out of Afghanistan 
fought a second day of 
fierce battles with Pak¬ 
istani security forces 
Thursday.

Conservative MP Andrew 
Scheer has been elected 
Speaker of the House of 
Commons. 

The Saskatchewan 
politician beat out seven 
other candidates for the 
position, including six oth¬ 
er Tories. 

The race came down to a 
sixth ballot between 
Scheer and New Democrat 
MP Denise Savoie — the 


only woman in the run¬ 
ning. Scheer won, support¬ 
ed by the Conservative 
majority. 

The Speaker’s job comes 
with a $233,000 salary, a 
car and driver, country es¬ 
tate, parliamentary apart¬ 
ment and considerable 
power. 

In 2005, former Speaker 
Peter Millilcen cast a tie¬ 
breaking ballot that saved 


the Paul Martin govern¬ 
ment from defeat on a 
budget vote. 

This spring, he ruled 
that there were grounds to 
find the Harper govern¬ 
ment in contempt of Par¬ 
liament — a judgment that 
helped trigger the May 2 
election. He also cast the 
tie-breaker in a con¬ 
tentious vote on same-sex 
marriage. 


Scheer, a deputy speaker 
in the last Parliament, was 
considered the front-run¬ 
ner for the position. 

“I have heard some feed¬ 
back about my age,” said 
the 32-year-old father of 
four, to laughter. “I know I 
am getting quite old now.” 

This was the first order 
of business for the 41st ses¬ 
sion of Parliament.

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Sex offender gets life 

O Man who kidnapped, confined girl for 18 years sentenced to 431 years 


A serial sex offender was 
ordered Thursday to spend 
the rest of his life in prison 
after the California woman 
he kidnapped, raped and 
held captive for 18 years 
said he and his wife-accom¬ 
plice had stolen her life. 

Victim Jaycee Dugard 
was 11 when she was ab¬ 
ducted by Phillip and Nan¬ 
cy Garrido as her stepfather 
watched her walk toward a 
school bus. She gave birth 


to two daughters fathered 
by Garrido while held in a 
secret backyard compound. 

The defendants made 
no eye contact with any¬ 
one in the room and kept 
their heads down as 
Dugard’s mother, Terry 
Probyn, read her daugh¬ 
ter’s statement at the on¬ 
going hearing that Dugard 
did not attend. 

“I chose not to be here 
today because I refuse to 


waste another second of 
my life in your presence,” 
Dugard wrote in a portion 
of the statement directed 
to Phillip Garrido. 

A judge imposed the 
maximum possible sen¬ 
tence of 431 years to life 
on 60-year-old Phillip Gar¬ 
rido, calling his treatment 
of Jaycee Dugard evil and 
reprehensible. 

Garrido, who was on pa¬ 
role for a 1976 rape when 


Dugard was abducted, 
pleaded guilty to kidnap¬ 
ping and 13 sexual assault 
charges, including six 
counts of rape and seven 
counts of committing lewd 
acts captured on video. 

His plea was part of a 
deal with prosecutors that 
saw Nancy Garrido sen¬ 
tenced to 36 years to life 
after pleading guilty to 
kidnapping and rape.

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Canada Post poses last 
ditch offer to avert strike 

O Proposed changes to sick leave a key sticking point 
for union O Postal strike of 1997 lasted two weeks 


Businesses and charities 
were preparing for mail- 
related cash crunches as 
Canada Post made a last 
ditch effort to prevent the 
postal workers’ union 
from beginning a series of 
rotating strikes late Thurs¬ 
day night. 

However, it appeared a 
new offer from the post of¬ 
fice Thursday afternoon 
would not head off job ac¬ 
tion as the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers 
posted on its website a no¬ 
tice that rotating strikes 
were to begin in Winnipeg 
late Thursday 

“The purpose of our 
strike is to encourage 
(Canada Post) manage¬ 
ment to return to the bar¬ 
gaining table with a 
proposal that meets the 
needs of current and fu¬ 



ture postal workers,” the 
union note said. 

Businesses and charities 
were preparing for a big fi¬ 
nancial hit, while rival 
courier services made plans 
to accommodate a poten¬ 


tial increase in customers. 

“Undoubtedly, there will 
be a lot of money caught in 
the system when the strike 
occurs that will just be basi¬ 
cally halted and will re¬ 
main in the mail,” said Dan 
Kelly of the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Independent 
Business. Kelly estimated a 
postal strike will cost small 
businesses between $200 
and $250 daily. 

The announcement of 
rotating strikes came as 
the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers continued 
negotiations on a new 
labour contract with the 
Crown corporation. 

In its latest offer, Cana¬ 
da Post said it would be 
willing to put a controver¬ 
sial short-term disability 
program on hold.

A fishing boat loaded with 
hundreds of people desper¬ 
ate for a new life has met 
disaster in a storm. 

At least 200 people were 
missing Thursday and two 
were dead after the vessel 
sank off Tunisia.

Canada on 
watch for 
veggies hit 
by E. coli 

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency says it’s 
enhancing border and 
surveillance controls for 
cucumbers, lettuce and 
tomatoes from European 
countries affected by an 
E. coli outbreak. 

It will intensify 
sampling and testing for 
Shiga toxin-producing E. 
coli, the strain linked to 
the outbreak in Europe. 

Global health officials 
say the super-toxic bug has 
sickened at least 1,600 
people, mostly in 
Germany, and killed 18. 

Most patients said they 
ate lettuce, tomatoes or 
cucumbers. But the World 
Health Organization says 
the cause is still unclear. 

The Canadian agency 
says there’s no indication 
any contaminated produce 
has been shipped here.

The penalty has sparked debate 
among Internet users about the 
pitfalls of social media in Malaysia, 
where authorities have warned people 
to be more cautious about what they 
write on blogs, Faceboolc and Twitter. 


Fahmi Fadzil, an opposition politi¬ 
cian’s aide and respected commenta¬ 
tor on social issues, claimed on Twitter 
in January that his pregnant friend 
had been poorly treated by her 
employers at a magazine run by 
Blulnc Media. 

Fahmi wrote an apology to Blulnc 
on Twitter a few hours after making 
that allegation, but the company’s 
lawyers later sent him a letter 
demanding unspecified financial dam¬ 
ages for defamation and another apol¬ 
ogy in major newspapers, said Fahmi’s 
lawyer, Syahredzan Johan. 

Syahredzan said Fahmi settled the 
case this week by agreeing to 
apologize 100 times over three days on 
Twitter, where he has more than 4,200

A First Class triumph 

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin debate the merits of X-Men: First Class 
O Story, dialogue and great acting lifts movie above standard superhero fare 


Richard Crouse: Mark, X- 
Men: The Younguns has its 
share of things that go 
boom but it doesn’t follow 
the summer blockbuster 
format. There aren’t action 
sequences eveiy 10 min¬ 
utes, the characters actual¬ 
ly talk to one another and 
there’s even subtitles! 
What a relief. After the 
heavy metal bombast of 
Thor and the like, X-Men is 
more like a Radiohead disc 
— brainy but still fun. 
What’s your take? 

Mark Breslin: I’ve always 
thought the X-Men fran¬ 
chise was the brainiest of 
the comic book movies. 
But this one exceeds all ex¬ 
pectations. Setting it in 
1962 and weaving real- 


world events — like the 
Cuban Missile Crisis — in¬ 
to the plot was a stroke of 
brilliance. Although ... the 
setting may be ’62 but the 
hemlines are definitely ’67! 

RC: The setting may be ’62 
and the hemlines ’67, but 
the themes are definitely 
2011. One quote in particu¬ 
lar, “Security is more im¬ 
portant than liberty,” 
sounds scarily up-to-date. 
Add to that some groovy 
space age design, and 
Kevin Bacon as best bad 
guy of the summer so far, 
and you have a great exam¬ 
ple of how big blockbuster 
entertainment can enter¬ 
tain the eye (thank you Jan¬ 
uary Jones and Jennifer 
Lawrence) and the mind. 


MB: January Jones looks 
great in Barbarella drag, 
but I still maintain she 
can’t act. But the rest of 
the cast sure can. James 
McAvoy brings great hu¬ 
manity — and a great col¬ 
lection of tweed jackets — 
to his role as a young Pro¬ 
fessor X. Michael Fassben¬ 
der seethes as the 
Holocaust-haunted Magne¬ 
to. But a clever cameo by a 
major star beats them all 
with one succinct and un¬ 
printable line. The rest of 
the film is talky, but it’s 
mostly good dialogue, ex¬ 
cept for the constant re¬ 
minders that “we’re all 
outsiders, blah-blah-blah.” 

RC: It is a bit tallcier than 
you might expect from a 


big budget comic book 
movie, but at least they’re 
saying something. It isn’t 
just chatter. I think the 
reason this movie works 
so well is that it has the 
best of both worlds, good 
blow-’em-up, great vil¬ 
lains, cool characters and 
a script that respects all of 
the above. If they wanted 
to make it less chatty, I 
suppose they could cut 
some of January Jones’s 
lines. One thing is for 
sure, acting is not her su¬ 
per power. 

MB: I also liked some of 
the director’s ’60s touches, 
like the split screen effects 
that I haven’t seen since 
The Thomas Crowne Affair 
— the first one.

One of the

pers. As I made my way

Trade talks continued well
